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DETAILED ACTION 



Remarks 

1 . Claims 2, 4, 7, 9, 12, 14, 16, 19, 21, 24-25 and 27-30 have been cancelled without 
prejudice. Pending claims are claims 1, 3, 5-6, 8, 10-11, 13, 15, 17-18, 20, 22-23 and 26 for 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-6, 8, 10-11, 13, 15, 17-18, 20, 22-23 and 26 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts of Kawamura and Shen (now cited) fail to either alone or combine 
to teach a broadcasting processing system and its corresponding method of storing and playing a 
broadcast stream, wherein receiving a stream of a plurality of packets for multiple channels, 
selecting channel packets and associated packets from the plurality of packets for a particular 
channel, tracking order and time of the selected channel and associated packets, then separating 
the selected channel and associated packets from the stream, assigning or attaching a time 
stamp to each of the separated channel packets, storing both the channel packets and the 
associated packets, and comparing the time stamp of each channel packet to a ready time, and 
presenting channel data from the channel packet and associated data from an associated packet to 
a player device if the time stamp equals the ready time as cited in claims 1, 11, and 18. 
Kawamura uses timestamps for PES packets of the elementary streams and time stamps are 
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irrelevant to the subject matter; and Shen discloses time stamps to each channels using index 
(col. 8/hne 53 to col 9/line 29), yet Shen is silent on the steps of selecting channel packets and 
associated packets from the plurality of packets for a particular channel, having associated 
packets, then the separating step of selected channel and associated packets, the storing step for 
both the selected channel and associated packets, and the time stamp comparison for presenting 
the channel data and the associated data
